An English Steamer Ashore off Dieppe, 
France, and Twenty People Lost. 


LONDON, April 14.—Further particu- 
lars of the loss near Dieppe of the packet 
Victoria show that the vessel struck the 
rooks amidships. 
The passengers im- 
mediately rushed to the stern which was 
buoyed up by the deep water on that 
side of the rocks. 
When a boat was 
ready to be lowered fifteen men and 
women embarked in it. 
A ladies' shawl 
became entangled in a pulley of the stern 
and caused the boat to decend to sea bow 
foremost. 
Most of the occupants were 
thrown out and drowned. 
Two ladies 
jumped from deck into the boat after 
it reached water and overturned it. 
Other boats were then safely launched 
and succeeded in reaching land.

The city clergy, and a number from 
outside the city, gathered at the Epis- 
copal residence to-day to offer congratu-
